A sermon

prisoners in the little jail at Doyles- 
towu last Sunday afternoon converted 
the religious views of the half-breed 
Indian and led him to confess unre- 
servedly to his keeper the murder of 
tin: aged couple on lonely Newtown 
road last September. 


Wallace had listened intently duriug 


the exercises with

and bad shown strong emotion when 
taken back jto bis cell. Afterwards, 
when the Rev. George Hunt, who had 
preached the sermon, came to bid him 
good-bye the half-breed clung to his 
hand and begged for spiritual help. 
Even with the promise of this he was 
not quieted and most of the night was' 
spent in sobbing on his cot. 


On Monday morning he expected to 


go before the grand jury to prepare

Bucks county, Pa., opposite Trenlon, 
is notable as baviog been for a time 
the home of Robert Morris, and after- 
ware^ of Jcau Victor Aloroau, tlie 
French General wlio died iu arms 
against Napoleon. 
Moreau, while ser 


viuo under Napoleon, was supposed bv 
somo to be the conqueror's superior a* 
a strategist, and when Napoleon cuuseu 
Moroau's urrest and banishment on a 
cbarge of treason, the act was set 
down to jealousy. 
Moreau caroe to 


the United States and long lived hap- 
pily with his wife at Morrisville, iu 
the house of Robert Morris. The Czar 
sent for him, however, in 1813, to aid 
the iillieb m crushing Napoleon, aud 
Moreau, full of hatred for his former 
chief, went to be viitual commander, 
though without military rank or title, 
at tho battle of Dresden.

The 
house .he occupied at Morrisville has 
been burned down, but the brick coach 
house attached to the property .was, 
long-used by the.

The excursion train, crowded to its full 
capacity with human freight, had met tho 
second section of 18. 


Murphy uncoupled his engine and leav- 


ing his train on the main track, ran 
through the side track and down the hill 
to give his assistance itt the wreck. 


It was a horribleniffht. Both trains were 


running at high speed, and the wreck was 
almost complete, urid under the massive 
boiler of the big passenger engine lay Ea- 
gan, her engineer, an unrecoguizable mass 
of fl'ah and broken bones.

on tie grassy bank beside the track the 
more serious became the muttering! of the 
uninjured negroes.

Mu rphy tried his best to explain, butthe 


negro's intellect was unable to grasp the 
meaning of tho order, aud then from out 
the 01 owd that hud collected another voice 
wan Leard siiying: 


"D.s yer's de second time dot man's 


done ilat same thing. 
He done run dat 


wuklrain las'summer when s'many oh 
de boys was killed. Right yer's whar dey 
hit together too." 


It was enough. 
Murphy, nlonennd unarmed, in themob 


of nejrroes, was to pay with his life for an- 
other man's carelessness, 


No one had seen Howell since the colli- 


sion occurred. 
Clark, the conductor of 


the wrecked freight train, as soon as he 
had si'cn the magnitude of the disaster, 
had started on a run to P 
, two miles 


away, for help, and his brnkemon as wall 
as the men of Murphy's crew, noting the 
angry and excited gestures of the negroes, 
as thty gathered around their conductor, 
and si-elng no chance for rescue in their 
small number, had taken the engine to 
Sand Out, hoping there to get re-enforce- 
ments and return in time. 


A b-illcord from one of the coaches was 


thrown over the limb of a tree, and the 
noose was fastened about the neck of tho 
seemingly doomed man when the switch 
engine from P—— turned the curve haul- 
ing a coach crowded to the doora with the 
company's employees. 


Ellin knew the temper of these people in 


oases of this kind, and he had come pre- 
pared to fight If necessary, to protect the 
innocent or to bring to legal justice the 
man who was at fault. 


They were only just in time. One min- 


ute more and Murphy would have tasted 
hemp. Even now the negroes were loath to 
give up their intended victim, but the ar- 
rival of the engine from Sand Cut with 
her tender crowded with men settled it. 
The rope was removed, and under a pledge 
from Mr. Ellis that he should be tried by 
law they returned to the care of the dead 
•nd wounded. 


Eleven were killed and over 30 wound- 


ed, and the coroner's jury, in an Inquest 
on the dead, placed the blame where it be- 
longed —on White, the conductor of the ex- 
cursion. Only White's signature to the re- 
ceipt for the order saved Murphy. Later 
in the year the grand jury found an in- 
dictment against White for criminal care- 
lessness, but no one ever saw him in that 
part of the country again, so he was never 
brought to tlral. 


The incident of the above story is an ab- 


solute truth, and one of the principal ac- 
tors in it Is now in the employ of a rail- 
road In Atlanta. 
The accident happened 


on • northern road in June, 1888. The 
names used are all fictitious.—A. M. 
Strong in Atlanta Constitution.

Doubtless starches anr] sugars, repre- 


sented in such vegetable foods an bread, 
rice, tapioca and the like, are fat t'orra- 
eis. 
The living body bus thus a power 


of making fat out of that which is not 
fat. 
And along with this point is an- 


other—that fat itself does not go, di- 
rectly at least, to make fat in the body. 


Fat is, on the other hand, a valuable 


addition to the diet of a corpulent per- 
son because it has a power properly ad- 
ministered of burning off food excess, 
In more than ono system of body reduc- 
tion fat is, therefore, administered aa an 
essential part and paicel of the diet 
cure. It is said that when tat, starches 
and sugars are all cut off reduction of 
weight takes place much faster than 
when fat is allowed inlhe dietary scale. 
This may be BO, but I f trongly question 
the wisdom of the proceeding. 


All we know about fat points to it as 


an absolutely essential element of our 
food. 
We can't live healthily without 


it, and if decrease in weight rapidly 
follows its elimination from the diet 
the very rapidity of the reduction is an 
argument against its safety. 
Besides, 


starch and sugar largely omitted from 
the food, with n moderate quantity of 
fat allowed and a slight increase of the 
flesh foods, will accomplish all that is 
needed more gradually, but I also hold 
more safely for the patient. 


The lesson of physiology, therefore, to 


na all'is: Don't neglect tho fate of tho 
food. 
They assist the assimilation of 


other foods and are essential for the 
body's nnlrition. • I should not believe 
in any system of ordinary diet or of 
weight red notion which neglected fat on 
the one hand or insisted that its absence 
was essential for the euro of corpulence 
on the other.—New York Times.
